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Chinatown  Members  Frustrated 
Over  Parcel  24  Draft  Guidelines

Will  Parcel  24,  a  more  than 
acre-sized  piece  of  land  on 
Hudson  Street  coming  up  for 
development,  become  a  largely 
ciffordable  housing  complex  or  a 
mostly  luxury  and  market-rate 


project  with  some  low-income 
units?  That  was  the  question 
Chinatown  residents  and 
activists  asked  on  Monday  when 
they  viewed  the  latest  dr^t  of 
guidelines  for  the  development 
of  the  land. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment 


Authority  along  with  members 
of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  presented  Chinatown 
with  the  draft  guidelines,  which 
will  eventually  become  a  request 
for  proposals  to  solicit  develop¬ 
ers  for  the  parcel.  Once  home  to 
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Councilors  Request  ISD  Hold 
Demolition  Permit  for  Gaiety

In  an  attempt  to  buy  time  for 
the  century-old  Gaiety  Theatre, 
three  Boston  city  councilors 
have  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Inspectional  Services 
Department's  (ISD)  acting  com¬ 
missioner,  William  Good, 


requesting  he  postpone  issuing  a 
demolition  permit  for  the  theater 
until  there  is  a  public  council 
hearing. 

The  theater's  owner, 
Kensington  Investment 
Company,  plans  to  demolish  the 
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Ming's  Might  Move

Ming's  Super  Market,  a 
quarter-century-old  neighbor¬ 
hood  institution,  is  in  danger 
of  leaving  Chinatown.  In 
February,  the  company  that 
owns  Ming's  building  on 
Washington  Street,  said  it 
intends  to  develop  the  lot  into 
an  apartment  complex. 

"We  were  shocked  about 
the  notice,"  said  the  store's 
part  owner  and  manager, 
Winnie  Ho,  who  added  that 
the  property's  owner, 

Hamilton  Compciny,  has  been 
"a  good  landlord." 

The  Sampan  was  not  able 
to  get  an  official  comment 
from  Hamilton  Company 
before  press  time,  but  staff 
there  did  confirm  that  there 
are  preliminary  plans  to  devel¬ 
op  an  apartment  complex  at 
the  site.

Dragon  Festival  Fun  For  All  Ages

Hundreds  of  people  gathered 
on  the  banks  of  the  Charles 
River  in  Cambridge  near  the 
Weeks  Footbridge  to  watch  33 
teams  compete  in  the  2004  Hong 
Kong  Dragon  Boat  Festival  of 
Boston  on  June  13. 

Small  tents  dotted  the  grassy 
bank  adjacent  to  Soldiers  Field 
Road,  where  the  various  teams 
waited  for  their  turn  to  race  in 
the  500-meter  dash.  Four  teams 
competed  at  a  time  and  for  each 
race,  teams  that  placed  first  and 
second  advanced  to  the  next 
level.  Each  team  raced  in  a  fiber¬ 
glass  dragon  boat  seating  20 
paddlers,  a  pilot,  and  a  drum¬ 
mer. 

Under  a  sunny  canopy  of 
blue  skies,  team  members 
stretched  and  exercised  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  competition.  The 
beat  of  drums  resonated 
throughout  the  area  that  day,  as

crews  paddled  to  the  finish 
line.  Frequent  high-spirited 
cheers  from  paddlers  and 
on-lookers  alike  punctuat¬ 
ed  each  race. 

Though  the  racing 
began  at  9  a.m.,  the  festival 
officially  started  at  noon. 

At  that  time,  the  eye-dot¬ 
ting  ceremony  took  place, 
in  which  red  dots  are 
painted  on  the  eyes  of  the 
dragon  heads  attached  to 
the  boats,  signifying  the 
opening  of  the  dragon's 
eyes  and  bringing  the 
dragon  to  life  for  the  race. 
The  Wah  Lum  Kung  Fu 
Academy  then  performed 
the  Dragon  Dance  over  the 
Weeks  Footbridge. 

With  a  short  walk  over 
the  Weeks  Footbridge  to 
the  opposite  bank  of  the 
river,  many  festival-goers 
enjoyed  food  and  enter¬ 
tainment.  Various  food 
vendors,  offering  refresh¬ 
ments  and  Thai,  Chinese 
and  Indian  cuisine,  lined 
Memorial  Drive,  which 
was  closed  off  from  traffic. 
Large  tents  under  which 
performances  and  activi¬ 
ties  for  children  could  be 
found  were  pitched  along 
the  riverbank.  Performers 
included  the  Boston 
Chinese  Dulcimer 
Ensemble;  Jamie  Guan,  a 
renowned  choreographer; 
Judy  Wang-Ju  Chen,  spe¬ 
cializing  in  Spinning 
Dishes;  The  Little  Dragon 
Girls,  a  dance  troupe;  and 
Odaiko  New  England,  a 
taiko  (Japanese  drum) 
group. 

As  a  family  event,  the 
festival  also  boasted  an 
arts  and  crafts  tent  where 
people,  yoimg  and  old, 
could  view  demonstrations 
of  brush  painting;  Chinese 
macrame,  the  art  of  tying 
knots  in  patterns;  Chinese 
calligraphy;  and  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  zong-zi,  a  special 
steamed  bamboo-wrapped 
rice  dumpling  that  is  tradi¬ 
tionally  eaten  at  Dragon 
Boat  Festivals.  They  could

The  largest  Asian

Festival  is  traditionally 
held  on  the  fifth  day  of  the 
fifth  moon  on  the  lunar 
calendar.  Historically,  the 
festival  commemorates  the 
life  and  death  of  the 
ancient  poet-patriot  Qu 
Yuan,  who  drowned  him¬ 
self  in  the  Mi  Lo  River 
when  he  heard  his  home¬ 
land  of  Chu  had  been 
invaded.  According  to  leg¬ 
end,  the  people  of  Chu 
beat  on  drums  and 
splashed  the  water  with 
oars  to  keep  the  fish  and 
river  dragon  away  from 
Qu  Yuan's  body.  To  honor 
his  spirit  and  to  ensure  it 
didn't  go  hungry,  they 
scattered  rice  into  the 
water. 

Dragon  boat  racing 
dates  back  more  than  2,000 
years  and  is  held  in  over 
30  coxmtries.  In  almost  as 
many  number  of  years,  the 
international  dragon  boat 
competition  has  been  held 
in  Hong  Kong.  The  25th 
anniversary  of  the  Hong 
Kong  Dragon  Boat  Festival 
of  Boston  is  presented  by 
The  Dragon  Boat  Festival 
Committee  of  The  Boston 
Children's  Museum.

Crowning 

Hispanic  and  Asian 
populations  in  the  US 
grew  at  faster  rates  in 
recent  years  than  the  pop¬ 
ulation  as  a  whole, 
according  to  new  esti¬ 
mates  from  the  US 
Census. 

From  2000  to  2003,  the 
number  of  Asians  grew 
by  12.5%.  (The  total  popu¬ 
lation  grew  by  just  3.3% 
during  that  time  period. ) 
The  total  number  of 
Americans  in  2003  was 
reported  as  13.5  million. 

The  population  of 
Hispanics  grew  by  13% 
from  2000  to  2003.  During 
that  latter  year,  the

Hispanic  population 
reached  39.9  million. 

The  population  of  non- 
Hispanic  whites  who  indi¬

The  Census  also 
revealed  that  two-thirds 
of  Asians  are  working 
adults  between  the  ages 
of  18  to  64  —  the  highest 
proportion  of  any  race  or 
ethnic  group. 

According  to  the  2000 
Census,  223,424  Asians 
live  in  Massachusetts.

Chinese,  Syrian,  and 
Lebanese  families  and  a 
vibrant  part  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  Parcel  24  was  demol¬ 
ished  in  the  1950s  and 
l%0s  for  highway  use,  sig¬ 
nificantly  reducing 
Chinatown's  land  area. 

The  development  of  the 
parcel  —  a  result  of  the 
nearing  completion  of  the 
Big  Dig  project  —  is  slated 
to  connect  Chinatown  with 
South  Bay,  the  Leather 
District,  and  the  Financial 
District. 

Some  elements  of  the 
draft  guidelines  were  simi¬ 
lar  to  a  set  of  non-binding, 
non-officicd  guidelines 
recently  presented  by  a 
coalition  of  Chinatown 
groups  known  as  Hudson 
Street  for  Chinatown.  The 
major  difference  between 
the  two  documents  -  and 
thus  a  major  sticking  point 
for  community  members  - 
was  the  section  outlining 
how  many  affordable 
housing  units  should  be 
built  on  the  site.  Both  the 
Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown's  guidelines 
and  the  BRA's  guidelines 
call  for  275  to  325  units  of 
housing  on  the  lot,  and 
both  called  for  a  mix  of 
affordable  condos  and 
apartments,  asking  that 
affordability  be  "maxi¬ 
mized."  The  striking  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  two  doc¬ 
uments,  however,  was  the 
number  of  affordable  units 
proposed  and  the  level  of 
affordability. 

The  BRA's  draft  guide¬ 
lines  called  for  60  to  80 
affordable  rental  units. 
About  20  to  27  of  those 
units  would  be  targeted  to 
very  low-income  earners. 
As  for  condos,  the  BRA's 
draft  guidelines  called  for 
half  of  the  condos  to  be 
affordable  to  people  earn¬ 
ing  up  to  80%  of  the  area 
median  income.  Hudson 
Street  for  Chinatown  has 
called  for  a  more  aggres¬ 
sive  affordable  plan,  in 
which  nearly  half  of  the 
total  housing  units  would 
be  affordable  for  low-  and 
very  low-income  earners. 
To  promote  home  owner¬ 
ship,  the  coalition  specifi¬ 
cally  called  for  half  of  the 
condos  to  target  those  who 
earn  significantly  less  than 
the  area  median  income 
(30%  to  75%). 

Chinatown  residents 
and  activists  who  viewed 
the  proposal  on  Monday 
night  said  they  wanted 
more  specifics  on  the  levels 
of  affordability  of  the  con¬ 


dos.  They  argued  that  by 
including  such  information 
in  the  request  for  propos¬ 
als,  developers  could  be 
held  accountable  to  meet 
the  affordable  housing 
goals  for  the  site. 

"Without  having  some 
sort  of  range,  some  sort  of 
numbers  there,  it's  going  to 
be  hard  a  year  from  now 
to  refer  to  this  document 
[to  hold  the  developer  of 
the  parcel  accountable]," 
said  Sam  Yoon  of  the 
Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation. 

The  reason  that  the 
BRA  did  not  include  the 
level  of  affordability  for 
the  homeownership  com¬ 
ponent  of  the  project,  said 
Bruce  Ehrlich  of  the  BRA, 
was  because  "the  owner¬ 
ship  is  dependent  on  the 
internal  economics  of  the 
project."  The  current  hold 
on  Section  8  vouchers  ~ 
federal  housing  subsidy 
vouchers  -  also  limits  how 
many  low-income  iinits 
could  be  created  in  the 
project,  said  Ehrlich,  sug¬ 
gesting  that  the  numbers 
in  the  coalition's  proposal 
were  imrealistic.  "I'm  hesi¬ 
tant  to  put  a  fixed  percent¬ 
age  in  because  we  don't 
know  enough  about  the 
economics  of  it  today." 


Ehrlich  added  that  "the 
city  has  the  ability  to  mon¬ 
itor  and  evaluate  whether 
the  developer  is  really 
making  a  maximum  effort" 
to  include  as  many  low- 
income  condo  units  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

"We're  looking  for 
something  firmer"  to  guar¬ 
antee  affordability  of 
Parcel  24,  said  Lydia  Lowe 
of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association. 

The  Hudson  Street 
Coalition  based  its  goals 
for  the  development  of  the 
parcel  on  the  idea  that  the 
parcel  would  be  sold  by 
the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority  for  $1. 
The  coalition  has  argued 
that  since  the  families  who 
once  lived  on  the  parcel 
were  imderpaid  for  their 
homes  when  forced  to 
move  half  a  decade  ago  for 
highway  construction,  the 
community  is  entitled  to 
take  the  property  back  for 
a  nominal  fee.  The 
Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  said  it  will  not 
sell  the  land  for  $1  and 
that  it  intends  to  profit 
from  the  land's  sale  or 
lease. 

"At  this  stage  in  the 
game,  we  still  don't  know 
what  the  value"  of  the  par-

cel  is,  said  Michelle  Yee  of 
the  Chinatown  Resident 
Association.  "I  feel  that  if 
we  are  going  to  have  a 
request  for  proposals  out, 
and  have  developers  come 
and  [review  it],  we  need  to 
know  that." 

The  Turnpike 
Authority  would  not  say 
for  how  much  it  hopes  to 
sell  the  land,  except  that  it 
would  be  to  the  highest 
bidder. 

When  drawing  up  its 
goals  for  the  parcel, 
Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown  endorsed  up  to 
325  units  of  housing  for 
the  parcel  because  it  hoped 
half  of  those  units  would 
be  affordable. 

Some  attendees  of  the 
meeting  said  they  feared 
that  the  majority  of  those 
new  units  would  be  devel¬ 
oped  into  market-rate  and 
luxvuy  units,  adding  to  the 
wave  of  new  luxury  units 
slated  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  from  other  large 
scale  projects  such  as  the 
30-story  Kensington  Place 


and  the  28-story  Liberty 
Place. 

"If  that  happens,"  said 
Stephanie  Fan,  co-chair  of 
the  city's  committee  over¬ 
seeing  the  development  of 


the  parcel,  "we'll  just  say 
as  a  community  that  that  is 
unacceptable." 

Said  Lowe:  "And  since 
when  does  the  community 
have  that  much  power?"

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Councilors  Write  Letter  to  Hold  Demolition  of  Gaiety  Theatre

Gaiety  —  which  was 
designed  by  the  architect 
who  designed  the  Wcing 
Theatre  —  and  construct  a 
30-story  apartment  build¬ 
ing  at  its  659  Washington 
Street  site.  Despite  getting 
the  go-ahead  from  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  last  September 
to  build  the  glass  and  steel 
tower,  two  lawsuits  are 
holding  the  project  from 
moving  forward.  Also,  a 
group  of  theater  preserva¬ 
tionists,  development 
watchdogs,  and 
Chinatown  achvists  fear 
the  developer  will  clear  the 
site  before  the  suits  are  set¬ 
tled  and  a  building  permit 
is  issued. 

In  May,  Kensington 
caused  a  stir  among  the¬ 
ater  preservationists  when 
it  began  clearing  asbestos 
from  the  Gaiety  and  drain¬ 
ing  standing  water  from 
the  building's  basement  — 
steps  to  prepare  for  the 
demolition  of  the  theater. 
The  preservationists 
scrambled  to  prevent  ISD 
from  issuing  a  demolition 
permit  for  the  building  by 
calling  and  writing  to  the 
city  department.  At  that 
time,  ISD  spokesperson 
Lisa  Timberlake  told  the 
Sampan  "no  (demolition) 
permit  will  be,  has  been,  or 
shall  be  issued  for  that 
address." 

Fearing  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  would  provide  a 
demolition  permit  before 
issuing  a  construction  per¬ 
mit  for  Kensington,  how¬ 
ever,  city  councilors  Felix 
Arroyo,  Maura  Hennigan, 
and  Chuck  Turner  request¬ 


ed  ISD  hold  from  granting 
the  permit  until  a  council 
hearing  is  held  on  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

"Kensington,  the  select¬ 
ed  develop>er,  is  claiming 
the  right  to  demolish  the 
Gaiety  Theatre,"  stated  the 
councilors'  letter. 
"However,  it  is  our  under¬ 
standing  that  there  are  out¬ 
standing  legal  issues  as  to 
whether  demolition  of  the 
Gaiety  Theatre  is  permit¬ 
ted  under  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code.  Demolition 
of  theaters  in  this  area  of 
the  City  appears  to  be  for¬ 
bidden." 

The  Sampan  was  not 
able  to  reach  William 
Good  of  ISD  for  comment 
before  press  time  for  this 
story. 

Kensington  maintains 
that  it  can  raze  the  theater 
at  anytime,  but  Gaiety 
preservahonists  say  the 
former  vaudeville  house  is 
protected  under  a  zoning 
clause,  which  states  that 
ISD  "shall  not  issue  a 
change  of  use  or  occupan¬ 
cy  permit  for  any  theater 
within  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Plan" 
except  under  certain  condi- 
Hons.  The  Gaiety  is  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Plan. 
Kensington  asserts  that  the 
clause  doesn't  apply  to  the 
Gaiety,  claiming  that  it  is 
no  longer  a  theater. 

But  preservationists 
disagree,  saying  the  build¬ 
ing  is  still  a  theater.  Last 
year,  a  Sampan  reporter 
viewed  the  interior  of  the 
Gaiety,  noting  the  build¬ 
ing's  large  empty  stage 
area,  balconies,  boxes  for 
seating,  and  other  struc¬ 


tures  typical  of  theaters. 

The  Gaiety,  which  lacks 
local  political  support 
except  for  the  minority  of 
city  councilors,  was  denied 
a  Landmark  designation 
last  year  by  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission. 
Such  a  designation  would 
have  protected  the  theater 
from  demolition. 
Kensington,  which  has 
owned  the  building  for 
nearly  two  decades,  main¬ 
tains  that  restoring  the 
defimct  Gaiety  and  con¬ 
structing  an  apartment 
tower  above  or  around  it 
would  not  be  feasible. 

In  a  report  about  the 
Gaiety,  the  Landmarks 
Commission  stated  that 
the  theater's  proscenium 
arch  "has  suffered  exten¬ 
sive  damage  from  leaking 
rainwater  falling  onto  the 
stage"  and  that  much  of 
the  plaster  work  and  orna¬ 
mentation  is  gone  or  dete¬ 
riorated.  "Most  of  the  audi¬ 
torium  has  been  painted 
over  uniformly  white, 
obscuring  the  original 
magenta  color  scheme  and 
stenciling,"  stated  the 
report.  But  theater  preser¬ 
vationists,  including  a 
group  calling  themselves 
the  Gaiety  Theatre  Friends, 
have  said  that  the  theater 
is  structurally  soimd,  has 
superior  acoustics,  and 
state-of-the-art  fire  proof¬ 
ing. 

The  two  lawsuits  filed 
to  prevent  the  Kensington 
Place  project  accuse  the 
Boston  Zoning 
Commission  of  inappropri¬ 
ately  granting  Kensington 
a  so-called  Planned 
Development  Area  (PDA) 
designation,  a  zoning 


mechanism  that  allows 
developers  to  bypass 
height  limits  on  proposed 
buildings  if  their  develop¬ 
ment  site  is  at  least  an  acre 
in  size.  Kensington's  devel¬ 
opment  site  is  about  a  half 
acre.  To  meet  the  acre 
requirement,  the  invest¬ 
ment  company  proposed 
that  the  building  site 
include  public  streets  and 
sidewalks  and  properties  it 
does  not  own. 

Building  on  a  PDA-des¬ 


ignated  site  would  allow 
the  Kensington  to  build 
twice  the  height  of  the 
area's  15-story  zoning  cap. 

One  suit  was  filed  by 
the  same  group  of  city 
coimcilors  who  penned  the 
letter  to  ISD,  theater 
preservationists,  and  a 
group  of  Chinatown 
activists  who  fear  the 
building  will  chip  away 
part  of  Chinatown  and 
lead  to  the  gentrification  of 
the  neighborhood.  The 


other  suit  was  filed  by  a 
strip  club  on  La  Grange 
Street  known  as  the  Glass 
Slipper,  which  would  be 
displaced  by  the  apartment 
tower. 

Activist  Shirley  Kressel, 
who  is  a  party  in  the  first 
lawsuit,  said:  "It  would  be 
in  very  bad  form  for  ISD  to 
grant  a  demolition  permit 
if  the  city  coimcilors  have 
sent  a  letter  like  that."

What's  Up  With  the  Boston  Knights? 


Knights  to  host  basket¬ 
ball  games  at  Wang 
YMCA  on  July  11

The  Boston  Knights,  a 
33-year-old  Chinese 
American  athletic  organi¬ 
zation,  will  host  a  day  of 
basketball  classes  and 
games  on  July  8  at  the 
Wang  YMCA.  The 
Knights,  with  its  more 
than  200  members  —  who 
range  in  age  from  14  to 
over  60  —  compete  in  vol¬ 
leyball  and  basketball  com¬ 
petitions  locally  and  across 
the  country.  The  Sampan 
recently  caught  up  with 
Harry  Seeto,  who  was  co¬ 
chair  of  the  club  for  15 
years  and  is  now  the  club's 
controller. 

Sampan:  What  is  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Boston 
Knights? 

Seeto;  It  was  foimded  in 
1%1  [by  Chinatown  busi¬ 
nessman  Reggie  Wong], 
and  it  serves  the  Boston 
Chinatown  community  in 
many  different  ways.  They 
were  the  first  to  organize

If  the  market  leaves  the 
property,  said  Ho,  it  likely 
will  not  be  able  to  relocate 
in  Chinatown. 

"Everywhere  aroimd 
Chinatown,  the  land  own¬ 
ers  want  to  develop  luxury 
condos.  No  one  wants  to 
lease  [space]  for  supermar¬ 
kets,"  she  said.  In  recent 
years,  a  number  of  large- 
and  snrall-scale  housing 
developments  has  been 
sprouting  up  in  and 
aroimd  the  neighborhood. 
Some  fear  the  increase  in 
condo  and  apartment  pro¬ 
jects  -  many  of  which  tar¬ 
get  high-income  earners  - 
will  push  out  small  busi¬ 
nesses  and  low-income  res¬ 
idents. 

Ming's  was  founded  in 


the  Chinatown  clean-up 
campaign,  in  conjunction 
with  the  city  of  Boston 
Public  Works  in 
1964... They  founded  the 
very  first  annual  North 
American  Chinese  basket¬ 
ball  tournament,  the 
national  tournament,  in 
1981,  and  the  Knights 
organized  the  first  Boston 
YMCA  Chinatown  youth 
basketball  league  in  1984. 
That's  actually  when  I  was 
introduced  to  the  Knights 
and  when  I  was  a  partici¬ 
pant  as  a  player  in  that 
league  as  a  young  teenag¬ 
er. 

How  did  you  find  out 
about  the  Knights? 

I  was  playing  in  the 
Quincy  School  gym  [I 
grew  up  in  Castle  Square] 
and  these  older  college  stu¬ 
dents  approached  me  and 
my  friends  to  participate  in 
their  basketball  league. 

And  so  we  all  agreed 
because  it  was  something 
new  and  we  played  bas¬ 
ketball  all  the  time.  So  we 
were  just  approached  by 
these  people  who  saw  us 
as  players  who  can  learn, 
young  children  who  can 


1978.  At  that  time,  the  store 
employed  only  about  15 
people  and  was  located  on 
Beach  Street.  A  few  years 
later,  the  store  moved  to  a 
building  on  Essex  Street, 
but  was  forced  to  move 
because  of  a  fire  in  1989, 
said  Ho. 

In  1990  the  Chinese  gro¬ 
cery  store  relocated  to  its 
current  building  at  1102 
Washington  Street.  At  the 
time,  the  area  was  run¬ 
down  and  empty. 

"This  was  a  very  isolat¬ 
ed  area,"  said  Ho,  adding 
that  there  were  few  busi¬ 
nesses  nearby,  but  there 
were  "a  lot  of  drunken  peo¬ 
ple." 

That  part  of  the  South 
End  and  Chinatown  was  a 
decade  away  from  encoim- 
tering  its  current  influx  of 
luxiuy  condos  and  apart¬ 
ments,  and  the  term 
"SoWa"  —  a  word  used  for 


learn  the  sport  of  basket¬ 
ball.  That  was  for  me,  one 
of  the  best  experiences  that 
I've  ever  had  as  a  kid, 
playing  an  organized 
sport. 

Had  you  had  any  experi¬ 
ence  playing  basketball  as 
an  organized  sport  before 
that? 

No.  Well,  1  played  in  play¬ 
grounds  with  other  school 
kids. 

What  did  you  get  out  of 
joining? 

They  provided  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  me  to  play 
sports  and  it  definitely 
made  a  huge  impact  in  my 
life  because  it  certainly 
kept  me  away  from  drugs, 
gangs,  and  allowed  me  to 
form  friendships  that  have 
meant  the  world  to  me. 
After  being  a  participant 
for  that  league  I  became  a 
volunteer  for  that  same 
league. 

Who  are  the  other  leagues 
that  compete  with  the 
Knights? 

There  are  various  teams  in 
every  city.  Each  team  is 
formed  in  whatever  style 
that  it  is  formed.  Ours  was 
formed  many,  many  years 


the  increasingly  ritzy  South 
of  Washington  Street  area 
—  hadn't  yet  been  coined. 
By  all  accounts,  1102 
Washington  Street  was  not 
a  "hot"  address. 

"We  took  great  risks 
moving  here,"  said  Ho. 

But  she  and  her  busi¬ 
ness  partners  rented  the 
20,000-square-foot  space 
anyway,  paying  about 
$100,000  a  year.  With  the 
exception  of  a  pawn  shop 
and  cigar  shop  aroimd  the 
comer  from  the  grocery 
store,  business  in  the  area 
stayed  mostly  stagnant. 
Meanwhile,  however, 
Ming's  Market  expanded, 
according  to  Ho.  Over  the 
past  14  years,  the  market 
went  from  employing  40 
people  —  mostly  new 
immigrants  from  China 
and  Vietnam  —  in  1990  to 
90  people  today.  The 
store's  floor  and  storage 


ago,  and  others  might  be 
formed  just  by  competitive 
teams  from  college  teams. 
Some  teams  are  not  really 
formed  by  a  strong  organi¬ 
zational  backing,  like  the 
Knights,  but  there  are 
clubs  like  us,  like  the 
Washington  CYC 
[Washington  Chinese 
Youth  Club],  a  big  old  club 
that's  been  around  for  a 
long  time. 

Is  there  an  umbrella  orga¬ 
nization  that  all  these 
clubs  belong  to? 

There  is  no  umbrella  orga¬ 
nization  nationally  for  all 
the  participating  teams. 
Although  in  Boston,  there 
exists  an  umbrella  organi¬ 
zation  called  the  "North 
American  Chinese 
Invitational  Volleyball 
Association  -  Boston"  for 
all  the  Boston  participating 
teams. 

The  way  it  works  [is 
there  are  tournaments  like] 
the  "North  American 
Invitational  Chinese  Volley 
Ball  Tournament."  All  the 
teams  [approximately  65] 
come  together  annually  to 
participate  in  [that  tourna¬ 
ment]. 


space  nearly  doubled  in 
size  since  that  time  to 
35,000  square  feet,  and  the 
owners  purchased  major 
equipment  such  as  walk-in 
refrigerators  to  store  Asian 
fruits  and  vegetables.  The 
variety  of  products  Ming's 
sells  has  expanded  accord¬ 
ingly.  In  the  beginning,  it 
almost  exclusively  sold 
goods  from  China,  but  has 
since  added  Vietnamese, 
Japanese,  and  Korean 
products  to  its  shelves. 

During  weekends,  the 
store  swells  with  customers 
-  many  of  whom  are 
Chinatown  residents  -  who 
shop  for  the  Asian  goods. 

Ho  said  she's  concerned 
that  if  the  store  closes,  the 
employees  will  lose  their 
jobs. 

She  said:  "All  their  fam¬ 
ilies  are  dep>endent  on  this 
[store]." 


It  changes  cities  every 
year,  and  this  year  it's 
going  to  be  in  Boston. 
What  do  you  think  are 
some  of  the  advantages  of 
having  a  league  that's 
mainly  for  Chinese? 

It  allows  us  to  relate  to 
other  kids  in  our  area;  it 
builds  confidence.  [For 
me,]  there  was  something 
in  common  that  we  shared, 
not  just  from  our  culture, 
but  also  from  our  interest 
in  the  sport.  We  were  all 
the  same  age,  so  we  were 
mentored  through  that 
process,  what's  good  and 
what's  bad.  A  huge  majori¬ 
ty,  if  not  aU  [of  the  partici¬ 
pants],  went  to  college. 
There's  a  lot  of  good  role 
models  in  that  club  and  it 
spans  through  many  gen¬ 
erations.  There  are  over 
200  members  and  through 
all  those  generations,  we 
have  doctors,  lawyers,  law 
enforcement  officers. 


Tell  me  about  the  Boston 
Knights  event  on  July  11. 

This  event  is  something  ' 
brand  new  [for  the 
Knights]  as  far  as  starting  a 
fun  day  for  the  kids,  out  of 
scratch.  It  just  popped  in 
as  an  idea.  How  else  can 
we  help  the  community? 
We  thought,  "Well  let's  do 
something  at  the  YMCA." 
And  when  presented  with 
the  idea,  the  YMCA  liked 
the  idea  and  they're  a  part¬ 
ner  in  that. 

What  will  people  do  on 
that  day? 

On  that  day  [the  Boston 
Knights]  will  teach  the 
fundamentals  of  basket¬ 
ball,  so  these  young  kids, 
aged  10  to  14,  boys  and 
girls,  will  learn  the  value 
of  team  work,  form  friend¬ 
ships,  and  have  a  lot  of 
fun.

Tai  chi  instructor  Vincent 
Chu,  who  has  taught  his  tai 
chi  chuan  routine  in  the 
Brookline  Adult  and 
Community  Education 
Program  and  at  the  Gin  Soon 
Tai  Chi  studio  in  Chinatoum, 
is  the  author  of  the  book 
''Begintwr's  Tai  Chi  Chuan" 
(Multi-Media  Books).  This 
and  upcoming  issues  of 
Sampan  ivill  feature  excerpts 
and  exercises  from  Chu's 
book.  Here,  we  start  with  the 
health  benefits  of  tai  chi,  as,  ' 
written  in  "Beginner's  Tai 
Chi  Chuan": 


At 

dawn 
each 
morn¬ 
ing, 
people 
come 

together  in 
the  Chung 
Shi  People's  Park  in  China 
to  practice  tai  chi  chuan. 


While  I  was  there,  I  found 
three  organized  groups 
practicing  tai  chi  chuan, 
among  numerous  other  ' 
forms  of  physical  disci¬ 
pline.  Of  the  three  groups 
of  tai  chi  chuan,  I  was  fol¬ 
lowing  the  smallest  group, 
in  which  the  members  were 
practicing  the  88  move¬ 
ments  of  the  Yang  style, 
also  known  as  the  Yang 
style  long  form.  Many  of 
these  tai  chi  chuan  practi¬ 
tioners  can  explain  to  you 
different  and  yet  similar 
stories  as  to  why  and  how 
they  started  to  practice  tai 
chi  chuan. 

A  Mrs.  Zhang  Shu  Lai 
said  that  she  started  prac¬ 
ticing  tai  chi  chuan  when 
she  was  in  a  rehabilitative 
hospital.  It  all  began 
when  she  was  in  a  car 
accident  after  which  it 
took  her  many 
months  to  recover. 
During  this  time, 
a  doctor  pre¬ 


scribed  the  practice  of  tai 
chi  chuan  as  her  medicine. 
After  a  period  of  practice, 
she  found  a  speedy 
recovery.  Mrs. 

Zhang  credits  tai 
chi  chuan  as  the 
reason  she  is  able 
to  walk  again. 

Therefore,  she  has 
practiced  tai  chi 
chuan  rehgiously  every 
morning  for  the  last  three 
years. 

Mr.  Lu  Chvmg  Fa  said 
that  he  began  practicing  tai 
chi  chuan  because  he  was 
so  sick  and  had  such  prob¬ 
lems  with  breathing  that 
his  doctor  recommended 
he  should  do  some  physi¬ 
cal  activities  in  addition  to 
taking  his  regular  medi¬ 
cine.  This  was  14  years 
ago,  and,  as  it  turns  out,  he 
is  the  leader  of  this  group 
practice. 

These  are  but  two  of  the 
many  stories  I  heard  when 
,  I  was  practicing  my  tai  chi 


chucm  with  the  Chung  Shi 
People's  Park  Tai  Chi 
Chuan  Group  in  April  of 
1993  in  Canton,  China. 
Tai  chi  chuan 
developed  origi¬ 
nally  as  a  form  of 
physical  health 
discipline  by  the 
Taoist  society. 

Many  skillful  tai  chi 
chucin  practitioners  were 
known  to  have  lived  well 
into  their  old  age  by  simply 
practicing  tai  chi  chuan. 

As  a  direct  result  of  its 
slow,  gentle,  and  soft 
movements,  a  tai  chi  chuan 
practitioner  can  reap  many 
physical  benefits,  such  as 
better  digestion,  improved 
blood  circulation,  and  an 
increased  amount  of  oxy¬ 
gen  intake  to  aid  the  body's 
natural  functions.  And 
because  of  its  characteris¬ 
tics,  any  individual  can 
learn  this  profound  exer¬ 
cise,  whether  they  be  a 
muscular  man  or  slender 


woman,  an  active  teen  or  a 
white-haired  senior  citizen. 

The  mental  benefits  of 
practicing  tai  chi  chuan  are 
found  in  the  art's  character¬ 
istic  slowness  and  softness. 
A  slow  and  soft  movement 
enables  someone  to  better 
control  their  physical 
movements  and  relax  their 
body  at  the  same  time  so 
that  it  will  reduce  the  stress 
and  tension  cultivated  from 
our  hectic,  everyday  prob¬ 
lems. 

Medical  studies  have 
found  that  slow,  gentle, 
and  soft  tai  chi  chuan 
movement  is  good  for  pro¬ 
moting  better  blood  circu¬ 
lation  and  has  calming 
effects  on  the  mind.  Such 
movements  soften  the 
blood  vessels  to  avoid 
hardening  of  the  arteries  so 
that  it  can  provide 
more  blood  to  the 
organs  without  addi¬ 
tional  demands 
from  the  heart. 


The  large  amounts  of  oxy¬ 
gen  gained  from  prolonged 
practice  will  help  one  to 
clear  the  mind  and  reduce 
stress  and  tension. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  the 
medical  experts  in  China 
introduce  and  encourage 
people  to  practice  tai  chi 
chuan,  an  exercise  that  pre¬ 
pares  us  to  face  everyday 
problems.  This  is  why  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  practice  tai 
chi  chuan  and  it  is  still 
growing  strong.

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anyone  at  any  age,  in  almost  any  physical 
condition,  can  feel  better  by  exercising. 
Unless  your  job  involves  a  lot  of  physical 
activity,  most  of  us  don't  exercise  our 
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muscles  or  our  cardiovascular  system 
enough.  Not  doing  so  makes  us  feel  older 
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than  we  are.  You  have  to  exercise  your 
heart  at  least  three  times  a  week  for  a  half 
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hour  or  so,  and  you  have  to  do  some  type 
of  strength  training  every  other  day  to 
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have  energy,  flexibility,  endurance,  and 
strength.  For  someone  who  is  65  years 
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old,  your  heart  should  beat  124  times  a 
minute  while  you  do  your  aerobic  exer-

Asian  Garden 
Seafood  Restaurant 
Boasts  Big  Menu 

By  Dennis  The 

"Do  you  really  serve  all  these  dishes?"  was  the  ques¬ 
tion  1  had  to  ask  our  waiter  at  Asian  Garden  Seafood 
Restaurant  when  1  saw  the  menu.  1  must  have  sounded 
more  like  a  kid  in  a  candy  store  than  a  self-proclaimed 
Sampan  food  critic. 

The  dinner  menu  alone  boasts  more  than  225  dishes. 

Our  waiter  assured  me  that  they  did  and  mentioned 
that  their  seafood  dishes  were  their  most  popular  ones. 

Let's  start  with  breakfast,  which  is  served  between  8 
and  11  a.m.  The  breakfast  menu  includes  congee  with 
steamed  dry-shrimp  rice  noodles  ($3.25),  a  ham  and  egg 
sandwich  ($3.25),  and  satay  beef  with  instant  noodles  in 
soup  ($3.95).  A  Chinese  restaurant  that  serves  instant 
noodles,  for  breakfast  no  less,  only  in  Chinatown! 

From  11  a.m.  to  3  p.m.,  lunch  is  served.  This  reper¬ 
toire  includes  General  Gau's  Chicken  ($5.50),  sesame 
chicken  ($5.50),  and  stir-fried  frog  with  pea  pod  stems 
($10.50).  Their  lunch  menu  also  includes  a  variety  of 
house  special  rice  plates  that  are  more  exquisite,  unique, 
and  slightly  pricier.  These  dishes  include  the  fish  maw 
and  black  mushroom  rice  plate  ($7.50),  abalone  and  fish 
maw  rice  plate  ($18.95),  and  fish  katsu  ($6.50). 

Okay,  now  take  a  deep  breath;  hope  you're  still  with 
me.  Now,  on  to  dinner. 

The  dinner  menu  lists  all  kinds  of  chef  specialties, 
such  as  stir-fried  sea  conch  ($20.95),  crispy  boneless 
duck  ($10.95),  jumbo  crab  stir-fried  with  crispy  garlic 
(seasorral),  and  sizzling  hot  plates  of  beef  ($13.95),  scal¬ 
lops  ($13.95)  and  flounder  (seasonal).  It  also  boasts 
Chinese  favorites  (of  course!)  such  as  spicy  salted  squid 
($8.95),  eel  with  black  bean  sauce  (seasonal),  baked  salt¬ 
ed  chicken  ($9.50  for  half),  pork  with  preserved  vegeta¬ 
bles  ($8.25)  and  stir-fried  pea  pod  stems  ($11.95). 
However,  my  favorite  on  the  dinner  menu  was  the  vairi- 
ous  set  meals  you  could  order  for  parties  of  two  to  eight 
people.  These  set  meals  are  divided  into  several  cate¬ 
gories:  lobster,  abalone,  and  seafood,  with  each  respec¬ 
tive  category  serving  as  the  "main  course."  Each  set 
comes  with  soup,  vegetable  dish,  the  main  dish,  and 
another  dish  or  two  (depending  on  the  size  of  your 
party).  Prices  start  at  $40. 

My  dining  partner  and  1  decided  to  settle  on  the 
abalone  set  dinner-for-two,  which  was  listed  as  $49.99. 
However,  we  decided  to  substitute  the  vegetables, 
Chinese  broccoli,  to  pea  pod  stems  (always  possible  at 
Chinese  restaurants  for  a  small  price).  The  first  dish  was 
a  scalding  hot  crabmeat  with  fish  maw  soup,  which  is 
always  a  good  sign  in  a  Chinese  restaurant  —  it  was 
obviously  cooked  to  order.  We  cautiously  sipped  the 
soup  from  our  spoons  and  savored  the  chewy  fish  maw. 
1  was  very  pleased.  The  next  few  dishes  poured  in  one 
after  the  other.  We  had  an  order  of  stir-fried  pea  pod 
stems,  which  tasted  very  fresh  but  were  too  salty,  and 
spicy  salted  dry  fried  pork  chops,  which  tasted  good  but 
seemed  to  be  fried  in  old  oil.  The  final  piece  de  resis¬ 
tance  was  stewed  abalone  with  oyster  sauce,  which  tast¬ 
ed  sweet  and  went  down  smoothly.  Truly  a  delight! 
After  our  meal,  our  waiter  brought  us  each  a  bowl  of 
white  bean  dessert  which  was  on  the  house,  an  excellent 
light  and  not-too-sweet  desert  that  was  the  perfect  way 
to  end  our  meal. 

Asian  Seafood  Garden  Restaurant's  portions  are 
beyond  generous.  In  fact,  the  set  meal  for  two  was 
enough  for  about  four  people. 

The  wait  staff  demonstrated  courtesy  and  was  very 
helpful  and  accommodating.  The  only  slight  displeasure 
I  experienced  was  that  they  mistakenly  charged  my 
credit  card  $9  more  than  the  bill.  But  this  was  rectified 
in  a  friendly  and  swift  manner.  Asian  Seafood  Garden 
Restaurant's  long  hours  ensure  that  you  will  always 
have  something  to  eat  no  matter  what  time  of  the  day. 

All  in  all,  Asian  Seafood  Garden  Restaurant,  which  is 
set  off  on  a  mostly  vacant  section  of  Harrison  Avenue 
near  a  dingy  bar,  is  a  nice  little  diamond  in  the  rough. 
With  all  its  225  plus  dishes.  I'll  be  sure  to  go  back  and 
try  some  of  its  other  specials  and  when  1  do.  I'll  be  sure 
to  let  you  know.
